Havana, Sept. 24. — Everything linncs 
upon a conference that now is progress- 
ing at United Stales Minister Morgan's 
home at Maria Nun between Secretary 
Tuft, Assistant Secretary Bacon ami 
representatives of the liberal leaders, 
the persons under arrest for alleged con- 
spiracy nnd the rebel field commanders. 
Since the arrangements for this import- 
ant meeting were completed Mr. Toft 
had believed Hint there was a fair rea- 
son for expecting at) outcome to the 
negotiations which would lead to a set- 
tlement without the necessity of Ameri- 
can intervention. This expectation was 
shattered this morning, when the un- 
welcome news reached the medintors 
that the government had refused to re- 
lease the prisoners in order that they 
might attend tonight's conference and 
1 1 10 prisoners themselves had refused lo 
accept tlie.se conditions, declining nbso- 
lutely to be the recipients id' favor from 
the present government. Mr. Tnfl took 
up the matter diplomatically, with the 
result that General Stcinhurt and Capt. 

McCoy, aide to President Rods. 'Veil, 
drove ill nil automobile to the oresidio 
here, where they saw Mr. Montnivo and 
procured his consent tor the release of 
Miguel Gomez and four other lenders 
of the alleged conspirators. The latter 
relumed with them to Mr. Morgan's 
house, arriving there nt 7:80 o'clock 
this evening. Meanwhile Mnehodo and 
Kerreni, the rebel lenders in Snnia 
Clara province, had taken an automobile 
and gone direct to the rebel camps out- 
side Mariano, returning with General 
Delcaslillo and Pino Guerrn respectively, 
the leaders of the revolt in the provinces 
of Havana and Pinar Del Rio, who were 
on horseback. Arriving at Mariano they 
went to the house of the local president 
of the liberals. Baldomero Infante, 
where they held a preliminary session. 
On the arrival of the prisoners at Mr. 
Morgan's house the conference on which 
all persons felt rested the success of the 
endeavors to settle matters without Am- 
erican intervention proceeded. 

Not since the efforts nt mediation be- 
gan had such intense interest prevailed. 
The crowds thronged the streets sur- 
rounding Mr. Morgan's villa nnd with 
suppressed excitement awaited the ar- 
rival of the rebel leaders. It was evi- 
dent flint the sentiment of the villagers 
was with the rebels. hut the people 
feared to applaud them. During the 
afternoon members of the peace commis- 
sion visited Mr. Toft, and carried from 
him n request that General Mouncol re- 
main in Havana until n settlement had 
been reported. 

A committee representing the Ameri- 
cans living in the Isle of Pines report- 
ed that Mayor Sanchez, who is in charge 
of the Isle' of Pines, had resigned and 
stated that the island was without a 
local government. They asked Mr. raft 
to demand the appointment of some offi- 
cer to take charge there and the sec- 
retary promised K> consider the matter. 
According to the members of the com- 
mittee a dozen Americans had request- 
ed the mayor to return the guns re- 
cently taken from Americans in the Tsle 
of Pines, but he had declined to do so. 
It was their belief, they said, that the 
mayor feared the possibility of an Am- 
erican attack on the city hall at Nueva 
Geronn. 

'f'he propositions made by the moder- 
ates last night have considerably chang- 
ed the Cuban situation, having paved the 
way for suggestions by Messrs. Toft and 
Bacon for further concessions on both 
sides, which may yet save the republic 
intnet. Messrs. Toft nnd Bacon, ac- 
companied hv rnnsul-Genernl Steinhnrl 
and ('apt. McCoy, called on President 
Palm., to-day and got his ideas on what 
he was willing lo have done under the 

circumstances. In the afternoon. Sect-c- 
laries Taft and Bacon listened to the 
views of a number of prominent liber- 
als and insurgents, including Pino (,ner- 
ra. General Castillo. .loan Gualberlo 
Gomel! nnd Jose Gome/.. Secretary 
Taft subsequently said: "The proposals 
of the moderates, while not broad and 
far-reaching enough to meet the neces- 
sities of the case, evidence a desire to 
maintain the integrity of the republic, 
even I'hoitgh they are compelled to aban- 
don their control. Consequently the sit- 
untion is at least somewhat more hope- 
ful. There must he some resignations, 
showing the good fnith of the govern- 
ment before the rebels will consent to 
lav down their arms." 

Secretary Tnfl received a long cable- 
gram direi'l from Oyster Bay to-day. 
It is understood that he was instructed 
to exhaust every resource in settling the 
difficulty without possible intervention. 
This was in response to the Secretary's 
pessimistic message of yesterday, 

Captain Couden, commander of the 
battleship Lnnsinnn, and senior naval 
officer here, said to-day that while the 
American warships now in the Havana 
harbor could land 1.000 men, he did not 
believe that more than 2,400 men woulrj, 
be necessary ill case a landing had to he 
effected. The force here includes a 
special brigade of one thousand mur- 
ines. Landing drill', were held in al! 
the ships to-day. All tire ready for in- 
stant landing with full camp equip- 
ments, ammunition ami supplies for two 
days. The commanders of the warships 
say that the landing of the entire force 
could be accomplished in fifteen minutes. 
Iu case of necessity, the battleships 
could remain at nnchor .while the cruisers 
demonstrated nearer shore to protect the 
landing parlies. The Cleveland sailetl

This unusually large sum has been carried forward to the new account 
owing to the uncertainty which still exists respecting the consequences of 
the disaster whtcm overwhelmed the City of San Francisco by earthquake 
and lire in April last.

THE VISIT OF THE CANADIAN 
MANUFACTURERS. 

Last evening, i the visiting members of 
the Canadian -Manufacturers Associa- 
tion; which met i in Winnipeg lust week, 
arrived, and a. reception was held in 
their honor in ' the Legislative Chamber 
of the Government buildings and 
today their entertainment will pro- 
ceed according to tin; programme 
that bus been prepared. The iinm- 
ufacturers are an important body 
bf men, and .arc lenders of indus- 
try in Camilla. This association rep- 
resents organized capital. Last week we 
had the meeting of the Dominion Trades 
and Labor Congress, which represents 
organized labor. Had the visit of the 
manufacturers been exactly concurrent, 
it would have boon a case of extremes 
meeting. Fortunately, although there are 
between these two bodies a sharp line of 
demarcation and political hostility, in 
Canada generally the relations between 
what we call labor and capital are har- 
monious. Both are essentially selfish in 
their aims. That is to say, they nre 
both endeavoring to achieve what is best 
in their own interests— a business prop- 
osition- — -but they proceed, as a rule, on 
constitutional and legitimate lines. 
Wfltt't the future relations are to be de- 
pends very largely upon the methods 
each' pursues. However, in at present 
discussing the Canadian .Manufacturers' 
Association, we arc not particularly in- 
terested iii tif economic phase of '.lie 
question. 

In common with all citizens, we are 
pleased to see the Manufacturers among 
US as our guests and friends, li is not 
their first visit and it is well that they 
should come often, li is in the interests 
of the eastern uutnufaeturers and mer- 
chants mid politicians that they should 
familiarize themselves with western 
conditions by personal contact. The 
majority of large business firms know 
this country mainly through their trav- 
eling representatives ;md the orders they 
receive .Sometimes their impressions 
gained in this way are favorable and 
sometimes unfavorable; but in the ag- 
gregate, the route to the W'esj 1ms been 
a gateway of golden opportunities. No 

one will deny llinl il pening up of 

the Middle West mid British Columbia 
by railways has afforded n vastly in- 
creased market for Canadian manufac- 
turers, and, at the same time, n must 
profitable market, and thus rendered 
possible the great prosperity we now 
enjoy. Notwithstanding thai the West 
is still in mi industrial sense compar- 
atively small its compared \\i:h the 
Bast, it has made Canada industrially, 

because il has given nil outlet to the 

manufacturers for their products for 
which ihej long sought in vain. 

Reverting to what is dwell upon to 
tome .e.x.1 mi t in another column, it is In- 
teresting to know that the Canadian 
Manufacturers' Association met in Win- 
nipeg upon, the 30th anniversary of the 
announcement of Sir Joliu Mncdon- 
nld's National Policy it I Belleville 
in 1870. Wo do not know thai 
the manufacturers themselves recalled 
Ihe fact, or they might have made some 
special effort to have emphasized it, be 
cause, while all manufacturers do not 
profess the political faith of the late 

Conservative leader, they are all pro- 

tcelionlsts, and it wan protection in ade- 
quate form Hull was first proclaimed on 
thai historic occasion, 

We remarked a moment Bjjo that the 
■West made Canada. Thai statement Is 
subject to important nuiiHlicntion. The 
National Policy conserved to the pro- 
ducer bis home market; tile West ex- 
panded that market. The National Pol- 
icy and ilin Ciiuadiati Pacific Hallway 
were ihe right and left arms of a Mill 
broader national policy of development, 
the logical fruition of which we sec on 
hand today;, J 



The- fact Is recalled that just thirty 
years ago, on the ISth of September. 
1S7G, Sir John ■ Mncdonald, Hon. "Wll- 
llntn Macdougall and a number of his 
prominent supporters held a picnic at 
Belleville, Ontario, iat which the Con- 
servative lender made his great an- 
nouncement In favor of a National 
Policy. That was almost as Important 
a day in our history as Dominion Day 
itself. Sir John was not a protec- 
tionist by choice, but by necessity. 
He bad been strongly In favor of reci- 
procity in natural products with the 
United States, and of reciprocity of 
tariffs. Even after he had put In 
force the National Policy, ho left the 
door open for a return to reciprocal 
relations at any time. All efforts to 
negotiate with the United States had 
been fruitless. The late Hon. George 
Brown spent months at Washington 
trying to arrange a fair and equitable 
treaty, but without the slightest suc- 
cess. When Sir John Wacclonald made 
bis announcement, matters were In a 
very bad way indeed. The United 
Slates bad a high protective tariff, 
Canada a revenue tariff of 17.V6 per 
cent. There was a general depression, 
but the United States manufacturers, 
owing to our low tariff, were able to 
use Canada as a slaughter market for 
their surplus goods. Buggies, wagons, 
agricultural Implements, furniture, 
hardware, cottons, etc., etc., were sent 
over in large consignments and dis- 
posed of in various ways — some by 
auction In public squares, some to 
temporary vendors, and some to the 
regular trade. Factories were either 
closed down or worked on half time. 
Thousands v,ere out of employment. 
So great was the distress that public 
soup kitchens were established. There 
never has been in Confederation such 
hard times as then. The Mackenzie 
government was appealed to to stop 
the American invasion by raising the 
tariff, but Alexander Mackenzie and 
Sir Richard Cartwrlght remained ob- 
durate. They believed the principle of 
high tariffs in any vase was a wrong 
one. They were frightened by the 
bogey of protection, which had made n 
bad 'name among political economists. 
Mackenzie, honest and good sou! that 
he was. was sincere, but mistaken. 
Since the establishment of the Na- 
tional Policy, Canada has bad reverses, 
during periods of general depression. 
It has not always beer, "beer and 
skittles," but the general tendency has 
been forw ard, until a very wide gulf lies 
between conditions In 1876 and 190fi. 
Every deende has shown a remarkable 
advance. Xo one would think of return- 
ing to the revenue tariff policy of 
thirty years ago, when Sir John Mac-j 
donald made that fateful announce-] 
ment at Belleville.

OBTAINING INFORMATION AS TO 
IMMIGRATION. 

e Colonist on Sunday contained 
an interview with Mr. Dawson, Jr., of 
the shipping firm of Messrs. Dean & 
Dawson, Limited, which must have 
j pleased a great number of readers. 
Mr. Dawson came to and through Can- 
ada for the purpose of finding out for 
himself the actual conditions which 
affect settlement. His plan of opera- 
lion Is not only original, but extremely 
practical. A great piany of the so- 
called authorities in Great Britain on 
Canada, Mr. Dawson says, gel their 
Information in the smoking rooms of 
big hotels and railway cars, and thus 
convey tin erroneous Impression to tin- 
British people. .Mr. Dawson, on the 
other hand, traveled as the actual im- 
migrant did, he frequented his resorts, 
and be went among the- real settlers 
and worked as they did. Nlneteen- 
iwentieths of. the people to whom his 
office in Sheffield give Information 
about Canada are people who do not 
travel first-class, and who will have to 
work for their living in some way after 
arriving in Canada. It is for the 
benefit of this large and important 
class thai Mr. Dawson came to Can- 
ada to discover things as they are, to 
see conditions, not through somebody I 
else's eyes, but through his own. of 
course, his trip being a private ven- 
ture, it Is not of public importance In 
Itself, being a bit of rare enterprise 
and good advertising Cor his linn, but 
It suggests a method which should be 
more generally followed. .Mr. Dawson 
Is undoubtedly right when be slates 
that a good deal of Information pub- 
lished In Great Britain is obtained 
second-hand, or under too favor- 
able conditions. The writer ill the 
British paper usually goes to an ex- 
treme of praise or blame about this 
country. He has either seen It through 
gold-rimmed glasses or he writes as the 
result of disappointment, of great ex- 
pectations not realized — deceived by 
too-glowing impressions from the pen 
of men of the first class. 

There is one part of Mr. Dawson's 
Interview which Is of more than pass- 
ing interest. He refers to the rush 
which has taken place In the past fe'w 
years from the agricultural districts of 
ISngland to the cities.' Of tliis, of 
course, we are till well aware, hut the 
fact Is pointed to that large numbers 
of the unemployed in the cities, whom 
It is proposed to send to Canada, are 
of this very class, men who are used to 
farming- and not afraid to work. The 
very circumstance of going to the 
cities to better their fortunes Is proof 
of enterprise on their part. \\' e have 
all more or less of a prejudice against 
poor immigrants from the cities, be- 
cause we associate them with the 
slums, and are prejudiced by our no- 
tions of tlm "submerged tenth." ir w s 
could get from the cities families who 



THE ANNUAL HOLDING OF THE 
AGRICULTURAL ASSOCIA- 
TION FAIR. 

We refer to the fair which opens 
today as "annual." It was not always 
annual. La»st year there was an In- 
terregnum out of consideration for the 
success of the Dominion exhibition at 
2Ce\v Westminster. There was also an 
Interregnum of several years during 
which nothing happened; but after 
taking on a new lease of life the orig- 
inal intention has been carried out. 
Today the fair opens. All it wants to 
be a complete success, we are told, are 
fine weather and a good attendance. 
The "goods" are there. Granted fine 
weather, there is no doubt about the 
attendance; but we have entered the 
season when the weather Is always 
more or less uncertain. In fact, this 
season the rainy period seems to have 
set In earlier than usual, after an un- 
usually dry summer. There are sev- 
eral features that are likely to be un- 
usually attractive. The principal of 
these will be the "broncho busting" 
competition. This properly gives 
prominence to what belongs to the 
soil — a native product. There is every 
Indication that there will be an ex- 
ceptionally fine display of stock this 
year. It is to be sincerely hoped that 
the weather will be favorable through- 
out.

Ottawa Citizen: In the death of 
Henry Cnrscallen, M. P. I'., for East 
Hamilton, the Ontario government loses 
a valued supporter and one of the ablest 
men outside the cabinet. He was one 
of the ablest speakers in the house, and 
a campaign orator who could swny an 
audience by his eloquence and personal 
magnetism in a manner which is unfor- 
tunately becoming rare in these later 
days. Personally, Mr. Carscallen was a 
most likeable and popular man who had 
a host of friends on both sides of poli- 
tics. 



AN IMPORTANT JUDICIAL PRO- 
MOTION. 



At the time the last vacancy on the 
Supreme Court bench of Canada oc- 
curred—that is, the one prior to the 
vacancy which has been filled by the 
appointment of Mr. Justice Duff — the 
Colonist strongly advocated the recog- 
nition of the claims of the West to 
positions of this nature In turn with 
the other provinces. As a matter of 
fact, at that time such recognition had 
been promised, and as the vacancy had 
been created by the resignation of a 
western man, It seemed the more im- 
portant and appropriate that the occa- 
sion should be taken to make that 
promise good. However, other con- 
siderations prevailed, and for the time 
being British Columbia was side- 
tracked. It was pretty well under- 
stood, at the same time, that the next 
vacancy would fall to this province. 

There are several good reasons, 
which were set forth in the Colonist at 
the time, why the rule of "turn about" 
should prevail. In the first place, It 
Is Important in cases which originate 
In this province that there should be a 
representative on the Supreme Court 
bench of Canada who has, so to speak, 
a local knowledge — the same reasons 
why, in fact. It was urged there should 
be representatives from ihe various 
colonies on the Judicial committee of 
the Privy Council. In mining cases It 
Is especially Important. In the second 
j.Iac.i, the right of nil parts of Canada 
to share in the higher federal offices 
should be maintained. It is fair ploy. 
This is a principle contingent, 
of course, upon there being the right 
men available t" fill such positions, 
and, naturally, the number available 
are much fewer west than east; but 
even with that limitation In view, the 
disproportion has been remarkably 
great. In faet, up to the present time 
only two men west of the lakes haOo' 
ever had a position on the Supreme 
Court of Canada, or any other similar 
position — Mr. Justice Klllam of Win- 
nipeg, and now Mr. Justice Duff of 
Victoria. 

Now an appointment has been made 
which fulfils In an eminent degree all 
the requirements'. Mr. Justice Duff 
will do credit to the high office to 
which be has been called. In judicial 
ability, In legal attainments and In 
personal qualifications he will main- 
tain the high traditions of the Supreme 
Court, and his personal status by com- 
parison will soon be firmly established. 
Mr. Justice Duff goes to the higher 
bench with the great advantage of 
youth on hi:; side, which will enable 
him to ripen fully Into the traditional 
'/learned judge" while bis capabilities 
are at the highest, giving him hope's 
of a, long and honorable career, the 
attainment of which Is Ihe sincere wish 
of his many friends and admirers. 



This, from the local columns of the 
Winnipeg Tribune, carries with it its 
own moral: "Langham. Sask. — The 
DoukUobors have flatly refused to pay 
school taxes on their lands, saying that, 
as they have always refused to have 
their children educated lest they learn 
evil, they will not pay money for school 
purposes. The authorities here are puz- 
zling themselves tp know how to get 
the lax from them. The Doukhobors 
have very thoughtfully lost no time in 
taking their crops from lands within 
the Langham school district."

IVOIW KIPPOIT MOST 



Jews Will Observe Day of Atone- 
ment By Fasting and Prayer 
on Saturday Next 



Another, and perhaps one of the most 
solemn of all Jewish holidays, is set for 
Saturday next, the '29th inst., when the 
Jews of tlio world, will observe Yom 
Kippur. Yom Kippur, literally trans- 
lated, means die Day of Atonement. On 
that day, bo the Jews are told In the 
Bible, the Lord is ready to forgive the 
sins of all men, if true' repentance is in- 
dulged in. For this purpose Yom Kip- 
pur lias been made a fast day, and for 
a period of twenty-four hours, from sun- 
set to sunset, no food or drink is taken, 
the whole day being passed in prayer. 
(All Jewish holidays begin at sunset of 
the day before and end at sunset of the 
day of the hoilday; thus in the present 
case 1'oni Kippur commences on Friday 
evening, September 28, and ends at sun- 
set Saturday, September lit). 

It its a doctrine well accepted among 
the Jews that God cannot and does not 
forgive tins committed by man against 
man. His pardon extends only over pure- 
ly religious sins, but not over moral or 
criminal offeuces. Thus, the custom has 
arisen that on the eve of Yom Kippur 
— generally called Kol Nidre night, be- 
cause the famous hymn of Kol >.idre, 
with its melancholy melody, centuries 
and centuries old, is made the most im 
portnnt prttyer Of the evening — the men 
and women will get together and beg 
each other's forgiveness for past wrongs. 
Thus many , grievances, are soothed on 
Kol Nidre night; and very often, when 
the pangs of remorse are very great, or 
when a man's conscience is very uneasy 
about a past misdeed, he will even go so 
far as to make restitution to the> griev- 
ed party immediately after prayers in 
the most public manner. This practice 
of restitution and reconciliation, while 
of frequent occurrence in this country, 
is a good deal more generally practised 
among the European Jews. 

Before going to the synagogue on Kol 
Nidre night a hearty repast is partaken 
by the entire family, the women and 
children over 13 years of age also being 
obliged to- observe the fast. The meal 
over, the children are usually sent to 
some elderly person, n grandfather most 
likely, to receive his blessings for the 
year that had commenced just ten days 
before, on I?osh-ha-S!inno. 

The Services 
The services for the evening are also 
very impressive, especially among the 
orthodox Jews. Two of the oldest and 
most learned of the congregation arc 
called upon to hold up the Torah, or 
scrolls of parchment upon which the 
Mosaic law;; are written, on each side 
of the altar during the entire time that 
the cantor sings that wonderfully sym- 
pathetic and melodious Kol Nidre hymn. 
Robed in white garments, denoting their 
readiness to he absolved from all sins, 
bowed and gl'uy with the "three score 
years and ten," adjudged to bp every 
man's natural lease of life, nnd very 
often exceeding that age, these reverend 
old gentlemen present a most venerable 
appearance. 

Certainly, as they stand there, one on 
each side of the altar, each holding up 
the senilis with us much dignity as bis 
■weakened limbs will permit, the picture 
of the ever Wandering Jew is at one 
impressed upon one's mind, the perse 
cuted, oppressed, spurned, robbed and 
murdered Jew, struggling on for cen- 
turies and centuries, suffering because 
of his allegiance to this Torah. and sur- 
viving nil these long years of persecu- 
tion for the very same reason — bis al- 
legiance to this Torah 

Hrighi and early the next morning the 
services again commence, nnd hist all 
day. The prayers are divided into four 
parts, the last of which is called .Vila, 
meaning the Bnnle. This pari of the 
day's prayers extend over e period of 
two to two and a half hours before sun- 
set. This is the time when it is thought 
the Almighty puts His final seal upon 
the fate of the mortals for the ensuing 
year. Until that time full and true re- 
pentance could have possibly evoked the 
mercy and forgiveness of Cod, but after 



that a man's fate could no longer be 
altered for that year. 

Rosh-Ha-Shona and Yom Kippur 

The relation which Kosh-ha-Shona, the 
Jewish New Year, bears to Yom Kippur 
is very aptly described in the following 
lines of a hymn, siing on both these oc 
ctisions: 

"On Itosh-ha-Shona the fate of man is 
written, and on Yom Kippur it is tin 
ally ordained: who shall live and who 
shall die; who shall become rich and who 
shall become poor; who shall die by 
hunger, and who by fire, who by sword, 
and who by beast; who shall be raised 
in power, and who shall be lowered," etc. 

Thus it is seen that on Kosli-hii-Slionn 
the Book of Life is opened and the 
name of every living man inscribed 
therein His good nnd bad deeds are 
then reviewed. The angels assemble be- 
fore the Lord to supplicate in his be- 
half. Satan and his retainers, however, 
are the prosecutors, and they prosecute 
unrelentingly. The ten days intervening 
between Kosli-hn-Sliona and Yom Kip- 
pur are called the ten penitent days, 
during which time man is afforded am- 
ple opportunity to repent of all bis sins, 
and by charity, restitution, reconcilia- 
tion and otherwise may atone for all his 
sins, so that he can be readily forgiven 
and condoned on Yom Kippur. when at 
the time of the .Vila prayers his fate is 
being finally sealed. 

The Bible commands the blowing of a 
nun's horn on Rosh-UmShona. Many 
reasons are assigned for this ceremony, 
the most picturesque being that Satnu 
loses his vim, strength and energy there- 
by. At. the sound of the first blowing of 
the horn he is little affected, because he 
thinks the Jews nre doing this merely 
in compliance with the law. At the 
sound of the second- series of the blow- 
ing of the born he grows more restless, 
and is lastly thrown into a stupor when 
the third series of sounds are heard. 
Satan then fearing the dreaded ap- 
proach of the 'Messiah, when his power 
will have been finally put nt an end. 
Other Jewish .Holidays 
While the Bible prescribes quite a 
number of holidays to be observed by 
the Jews, Hosb-ha-Shoiia and Yom 
Kippur are practically the only real re- 
ligious holidays. The others partake 
more of a national and historical char- 
acter than otherwise. 

The three other great holidays in the 
Jewish calendar are Passover, Shebuoth, 
and Suecoth, or the Feast of Tubcr- 
ifacles, Passover commemorates the date 
of the Jewish freedom from the bonds 
of Egyptian slavery. On Shebuoth the 
Jews celebrate the day when they re- 
ceived the laws on Mount Sinai, a holi- 
day that would be similar to our cele- 
brating the adoption of the Federal con- 
stitution. The Feast of Tabernacles 
commemorates the entire forty years' 
period in the wilderness, when the Jews 
were compelled to live in tents. 

There are other minor historical and 
national holidays, such as Purlin, Cha- 
liuca and the 15th of Ah, the latter cor- 
responding In every respect with our 
Arbor day. 

It is customary among the Jews to 
send each other New Year cards bef ire 
Kosh-ha-Shona with the inscription, 
"L'shona Toba TiCosevu," meaning "For 
a prosperous year may you be in- 
scribed," having reference to the Book 
of Life as already heretofore described. 
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D. Drysdale and Associates Will

Mr. H. X. Galer, manager of the In- 
ternational Coal i. Coke company, of 
Coleman, Alberta, who is on the coast, 
states that the record of all the mines 
in the Crow's Nest Pass was broken 
when his company mined and shipped 
1,751 tons of coal in one shift. 'This 
took place three or four weeks ago. It 
was done without any special effort on 
the part of the company, and during 
the shift the box-car loader was out of 
commission for fully one hour. Mr. A. 
C. Flumerfelt is one of the principal 
officers of this company. 

It is juts four years ago this mouth 
since the first coal mined from this prop- 
erty wos taken out and tested in th'e 
coke ovens at ferule. The property 
at that time was known as the Paul- 
son mine and under the charge of Mr. 
Newport. The coal was first opened 
up at :i point on the veins about three 
miles back in the hills from the pres- 
ent site of the town of Coleman, where 
is now situated the present mines and 
workings of this company. The coal was 
sacked ami brought out In Rlairniore 
by pack horses, A. P. McDonald, now 
of Coleman, but at thai time runnin 
a livery stable at Frank having th 
contract. More depended upon the tes 
made on this coal than anyone at th 
time dreamed of, for on it re\ed th 
fate of what is to-day the international 
Coal & Coke company, and the pros- 
perous town of i 'oleman. 

At that time the present site nf the 
mine and workings hud not even a pros 
peel hole upon it or the veins uncovered, 
that portion nf the property then lie 
longing to the Hudson Hay com pan j 
and the land upon which arc now situ 
nted the up-to-date plant nnd works was 
a series of creek bottom, hog nnd brush. 
The town of Coleman, was nol even 
thought of, and yet lacks a month of :t 
being three years sinee it was laid out 
into town lots nnd the first building 
started. Many of Coleman's foremost 
citizens were then in the Pass, but took 
little interest in the tests being made 
unon the coal.

Notes Prosperity on All Sides- 
Scarcity of Labor in 
Canada 



E. F. Hutchins, president of tin 
Great West Saddlery company and o'rfie, 
corporations, who arrived last evening 
with members of the Manufacturers' ox 
sociation in :m interview with a L'oi >u 
1st reporter, related how the assouia 
tion held its annual meeting ul Winui 
pep. This was the 35th annual mee! 
ing of the association. On .lie previous 
annual occasion the nssocinlion visited 
Europe, the members visiting the Uitii 
ed Kingdom, Frnnee and various pari 
of Northern Europe. This year it win 
decided liv the association to- devote i. 
attention solely to Canada and (o maki 
a thorough tour of the Dominion down 
to the Pacific coast. It is not the firm 
time that Mr. Hutchins has visited this 
province— !n- was in fact the firs I man 
in his lino of business to cross the moun- 
tains, thai was when , the C. P. R. line 
first got through in 1885. 

"As far as appearances -_'n," said ho. 
"and judging from the rapid glances w< 
were utile to obtain of the country, the 
development seems to lie something 
phenomenal in cities, shipping and ev 
eryihing alike, all looks prosperous. 

••(if course we have only seen what 
was absolutely mi the track hut thai 
alone forms n pretty' fair criterion of 
what lies behind. The C. I'. 1?. system 
itself is wonderfully improved. New 
steel bridges have taken the place of 
the wooden ones and the ears run 
smoothly in the most difficult places. 
The steam 1m. ats are also wonderfully 
improved both in speed nnd accommo- 
dation and are equally to the new boats 
now running between Dover nntl Calais. 

"In the prairie country the harvest 
was a great sight- n -ighl of peace and 
plenty every when- and it made one win- 
der .when regarding the undulating 
stretches, heavy with wheat, that peo- 
pe could be found !■> consume ii .•ill- 
it is a truly wonderful harvesl and the 
whole prairie country a-ppears to in. on 
the pinnacle of prosperity. 

"The (raveling facilities offered by 
the P. I '. I!, nr.- excellent, so also is 
their hotel accommodation. The C. I'. 
R. hotels are splendidly run, that nl 
rteounted the best m ( 'iin- 
tbere ilnu the a ss min 
Hon was lodged nnd both the arranie- 
irienl and the management were all that 
could be desired We wore more titan 
pleased. Winnipeg, itself, is growing so 
fast th.it people who knew ii two vent's 
ago scarcely recognize the city inlay. 
Large business blocks are going up and 
palatial residences; nlso streets are being 
rejmved and everything is being | l( |,| ,,m 
on the broadest lines. 

"Leaving Winnineg our first ;t ip was 
at Regina where we remained three 
hours. We were greeted there in a 
most hospitable manner with ;i ipublic 
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ception. a parade of the mounted po- 
| lice and a drive around the city. Re- 
gina is growing very rapidly ami it is 
being paved and genet-ally improved. 
Our next call was at Calgary where we 
remained live hours. Here people met 
us live miles out, down the line and 
drove u large number of the party over 
the great irrigation works and into the 
city of Calgary. We were driven 
around the city and the proceedings 
wound up with a very good luncheon 
and some excellent and cordial speech- 
es, They entertained us grandly con- 
sidering, the short time tit their dis- 
posal and their hospitality was received 
in the most cordial spirit hy the Man- 
ufacturers, and the experience has cer- 
tainly done Calgary no harm. Leaving 
there for Banff we stopped over from 
Friday to Sunday morning and were 
splendidly entertained nnd the dances, 
me Friday and oue Saturday evening 
.vere greatly enjoyed by the members 
if the party. After visiting the baths 
i tic] the hot springs, .Sunday was spent 
i' Laggati in a visit to the beautiful 
.like Louise where two and a half 
inura were passed very pleasantly be- 
ore proceeding to Vancouver, the train 
icing divided into two sections in which 
vc reached the Coast port with less than 
.wo hours to spare before the boat sailed 
which brought us in splendid lime to V'ie- 
oria. We bad lovely weather all 
.hrough and hope to see more of N'an- 
couver on the way back. 

"We are considerably hampered till 
iver the Last by the shortage of labor. 
As far as unskilled labor is concerned 
this may rectify itself in the winter 
nouths-when harvesting and farm work 
s concluded: but as regards skilled labor 
.1 the tr.i:l:r. ths iliffliiut\ is still 
acute. In my saddle}*}' business for in 
stance. I 'employ 850 hands and I want 
another 150 in the worst way. 1 hare 
been importing men from the United 
Kingdom nnd even from South Africa 
during this summer. Trade in the Ens) 
is growing enormously as the country 
fills up and railway enterprise is opening 
nil facilities of transport in all diivec 
lions; the demand is already enormous, 
there never has been anything like it 
before in this Canada of ours and the 
same thing applies to almost every trade 
alike. 

"When in the old country I visited 
WaNall which is the ho of the sad- 
dlery business. 1 found there lots nl 
men' with nothing to do while we cunnol 
get men enough. These men would 
conic out readily enough if they had the 
means, bin they have not and it would 
be too risky u proposition for tin- em 
plover to ndvnuce their passages l" on 
tried ami possibly useless individuals. 
Moreover the methods we employ nin 
here would he strange to men from the 
old country simp-. Here in Canada ev 
erything is done bj machinery driveu bj 
electric .power ami proetieullj all the 
manual work that is required is that of 
finishers and these must be competent 
and rapid workers. ' 

Mr. Hutchins lold of the astonish 
iio-ni of a So. tcb manufacturer who re 
ceiitly visitr-d his establishment and wit 
nessed the turning out of loose collars 

from the machine, ot verj three nun 

ntes. -.Miia. iis wonderful," he ex 
claimed, "if I'd a known this 1 would 
mi have come." lie recognized that old 
fashioner! methods were a thing of the 
past and that his business ideas be 
1 iiiged to a hack number. 

"If al! my work were done by band." 
said Mr. Hutchins, "I should require 
three times the number of men 1 now 
employ. Artisans from the continent,, 
from Belgium ami Holland fir instance 
might be servicable enough but I prefer 
to give ins own nationality the hrsl 
clmnce if at all possible, If one i mild 
catch ih, on young and Icing them oni 
here it w mid be all righ t bill the old 
bauds lone established ideas wbi'di 
amalgamate badly with new conditions.

There will Ix- some heavy rock work for 
the railway along ils bank, but they 
hnve some compensation in a very low 
grade by following it. 

"The mines at Harriet hay, owned 
by Se>ittle parties are working a force 
of men on their property, which is said 
to be turning, out well. 'I'hey have built 
a good wharf, tlie Amur landing along- 
side without any trouble and discharg- 
ing considerable material and supplies',

: bay. Ihe Amur having a lot of supplies

"Near Ibis narrow passage a small

The linrbor is roughly, 1 should judge,

northeasterly side of Digby Island and 
the southwesterly side of Kaien, and n 
low island adjacent, until Chatham 
sound is reached. All adverse comment 
to the contrary, not withstanding, if the 
Grand Trunk Pacific company have 
made up their mind to make it their har- 
bor, there is little doubt, but that Ihe 
entrance can he lighted, nnd buoyed, 
and maybe, improved, to make it a fair- 
ly giic''. safe cnl ranee, once inside, 
providing the soundings show water 
deep enough al all singes of the tide.
